1. Exchange of Exhibits with the USSR 


The Board was informed that representatives of the USSR 
have now indicated that they are able to negotiate for an exchange 
of exhibits with the U. S. only for the year 1959, the implication 
being that Gorki Park will not be available in I960. The Board 
noted that it had previously agreed in principle to the desirability 
of participating in an exhibit in Moscow in I960, and recognized 
that moving this date up to 1959, on such short notice presents 
major problems. 


It was agreed that the Director of USLA would have the primary 
operational responsibility for such an exhibit and that he would explore 
further the possibility of obtaining funds for 1959. It was also agreed 
that Mr. Lacy, who was scheduled to talk with Soviet representatives 
that day, should discuss this change in date. It was felt that Lacy 
should not allow the hand of the U. S. to be forced in this connection. 


U. S. Bases Overseas 


This matter, which had been discussed at the previous week's 
meeting, was deferred for further examination at the meeting of 
September 3.
